When Pilate heard mention ol 
Galilee, hee aſked whether the man were of Gli 
lee, And alldone as he knew that he belonged vi 
to Herads iuriſdiction, hee ſent him to Þerod!, 
which was alſo at Hiernſalem at that time. Am 
whanerode ſaw Jeſus, he was exceeving glas 
fot he was deſirous to ſee him of along ſeaſon, 50 
cauſe hee had heard many things ok him; and hir 
munter to haue ſeene ſome miracles done by bin 
be queſtioned with bim many words: bur he 
anſwered him nothing, The hie Pyiefts x ſcribes 
Qood forth, and accuſedhim traicly, And Herve 
— of warre deſpiled him. And when he

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1 befozethep were at variante, And Pilat called

kaut in this man of thoſe things wherof ye accuſe 
bim, nono2yetPerod. Fox Aſent pou vnto him: 
and lo, nothing woꝛthy ok death is done vnto him: 
Iwill cherefoze chaſten him, r let him looſe, Foz 
ofneceſſitie hee muſt haue let one looſe to them at 
that Feaſt. And al the people rryed at once, ſaying 
Away with bim, and deliver vs Barabbas (which 
qa tertaine infurrection made in the Citie, and 
le; amurder, was caſt into pꝛiſon.) Pilate ſpake 
againe vnto them, willing to let Jeſus looſe: But 
they cryed, ſapitigg,Crucifie him cruciſie him. ee 
laid vnto then the thiro time, That euill hath he 
done z lind no cauſe of death in bim, I wil chere⸗ 
foe chaſten hint, let him go. And they eryed with 
lowd voyres,requiring that he might be crurilled. 
And the vopces of them df the hithWyteſts pꝛe⸗ 
ustled, And Pilate gaue ſentencechac it ſhould be 
as they required: and heeletlooſe vnto them him, 
that fo2 inſurrection c murder was caſt into x 
lon; whom they had deſired, Aud he del ered vnto 
themJeſus,to do with him what they would.

They zul wered him Je⸗ 
fas ot Nazareth, Jeſus laid vnto them, I am he. 
Judas allo which vetraied him, ſtood with them. 
Alloone then as he had laid vnto them, J am be, 
they went backe ward, aud fell to the grounb.

phas was he that gaue counſaile to the Jewes 
that it was expedient that one man ſhould diefq 
the people. And SimonPeter followed Jelw, 
and ſo did another diſciple,” That diſciple was 
knowne to the high Pꝛieſt, and went in with Je 
lus into the palace of the high Pꝛieſt.

Prieſt then aſked Jeſus of his Diſciples, ape 
bis doctrine, Jeſus anſwered him, J ſpake open 
ly in the wozld,J euertaughtin the Synagogue 
and in the Temple, whicher all the Jewes haut 
relozted, and in ſectet haue J ſpoken nothing.

me what J ſaid vnto them 2 Behold, they can tell 


hat; ſaid, When he had thus ſpoken, ove of 
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the miniſters which Kood by, ſmote Jelug on the 
face, ſaving, Anſwereſt thou the high Pꝛieſt lo + 
Jeſus anſwered him, If J haue euitl ſpoken, 
beare witneſſe of the euill: but if A haue well ſpo⸗ 
ken, why ſmiteſt thou me: And Annas lent him 
bound vnto Caiphas the high Pꝛieſt. Simon 
Peter ſtood and warmed himſcife, Then. laid 
they vnto him, Art not thou alſo one ok his Diſci⸗ 
ples : Oe denied it, and laid, Jam not. One of the 
leruants of the high Pꝛieſt (his couſin whole eare 
Peter ſinote off) ſaid vnto him, Did not J lee 
thee in the garden with him: Peter therefoze de⸗ 
nied againe c immediatly the Cock crew. Then 
ledde thep Jeſus from Caiphas into the hall of 
ludgement: It was in the mozning,# they them- 
lelues went not into the iudgement hall, leſt they 
ſhould be defiſed, but that they might eat the pal⸗ 
ouer, Pilate chen went out co them, c lain, IuAhat 
accuſation bzing pou againſt this man: They an⸗ 
lwered, and ſaid vnto him, Ihe were not an euill 
doer, we would not haue deliuered him vntothee, 
Then ſaid Pilate vnto them, Take ye him, and 
ludge him after pour owne law, The Jewes 
therefoze laid vnto him, Jt is not lawfull foꝛ vs 
to put any man to death: that the wozds of Jeſus 
might be fulfilled which he ſpak, ſignifying what 
death he ſhould die, Then Pilate entred into the 
ludgement hall againe, and called Jeſus, and ſaid 
vnto hym, Art thou the king of the Tewes: Jeſus

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other tellittheeof meet Pilate anſwered, AmJY 
a Tewthine owne nation and high Pzieſtshaue 
deliueredthee vntome:What haſt thoudone*J- 
ſus anſwered, My kingdom is not of this wozid, 
Tf mp kingdome were of this woꝛld, then ſhould 
my miniſters ſurely fight, that ſhould not be 
deliuered to the Jewes: but now is my kingdome 
not from hence. Pilate therefoze ſaid vnto him, 
Art thou a King then: Jeſus anſwered, Thou 
ſayeſt that J am a Ring, Fo; this cauſe was J 
bozne, and foz this cauſe came J into the wozld, 
that Aſhould beare witnes vnto the truth: And 
all that are of the truth, heare my vopce, Pilate 
ſaid vnto him, What thing is truthAnd whenhe 
had laid this, he went out againe vnto the Jewes, 
and ſaid vnto them, J find in him no caule at all. 
Ne haue a cuſtome that J ſhould deliuer vou one

cried,Cruciſie him, crucilie him, Pilate ſaith vn⸗ 
to them, Take pe him, and crucifie him,fo2 J find 
no cauſe in him. The Jewes anſwered him, Ie 
haue a law, and by our law he vughtto die, be⸗ 
cauſe he made himſelke the ſoMe of God. Them 
Pilate he ard that ſaying, he was the moꝛe afraid 
and went againe into che iudgement hal, and laid 
vnto Jeſus, IIUhence art thou: But Jeſus gaue 
him none aul were. Then ſaid Pilate vnto him, 
Speakeſt thou not vnto mee: Rnoweſt thou noc 
that I haue power to cruciſie thee, & haue pow⸗ 
er to looſe thee's Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt 
haue no power at all againſt mee, except it were 
giuen thee from aboue. Therefoze he that deliue⸗ 
red me vnto thee, hath the mote ſinne. And from 
thencefo2th ſought Pilate meanes to looſe him. 
But the Jewes cried, ſaying, If thou let him go, 
thou art not Celars friend: Foꝛ whoſoeuer ma- 
kech hmſelfe a King, is againſt Ceſar. When 
Pilate heard that ſaping, he bꝛought Jeſus foꝛth, 
and late down to giue ſentence, in a place that is 
called the Pauement, but in the Hebꝛew tongue 
Gabbatha, It was the pꝛeparing day of Ca⸗ 
ſer, about the ſirt houre. And he faith vnto the 
Jewes, Behold pour King. They cried, ſay⸗ 
ing, Away with him, away with him, cruciſte 
him. Pilate ſaith vnto him, Shall A crurifie 


Pour king: The hie Pyteſts An haue 
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no King but Ceſar, Then deliuered hee him to 
them to be crucified, And they tooke Jeſus, and 
led him away, And hee bare his croſle, and went 
koꝛth into a place which is called the place of dead 
mens lkuls, but in Hebzew Golgotha, where 
they cruciſied him and two other with him, on el 
ther ſide one, and Mlus in the middeſt. Aud Pilate 
wꝛote a title, and put it vpon the croſſe. The wu 
ting was, Ieſus of Nazareth, King of the 
Iewes. This title read many of the Jewes: fo) 
the place where Jelus was cruciſied, was neer! 
to the citie. And it was wꝛittẽ in Pebzew,Greeke, 
and Latin. Then ſaid the hie Pꝛieſts of the Jewes 
to Pilate, Write not Ring of the Jewes: but 
that he laid, J am Ring of the Jewes, Pilate at- 
{wered, What Jhaue wzitten, that Jhaue wut⸗ 
ten. Then the ſouldiers, when they had crucified 
Jeſus, tooke his garments, and made foure 
parts, tu euery ſouldier a part, and alſo his coat. 

The coate was without ſeame , wzought vpon 

thtoughout, They ſapd therefoze among them 

lelues, Let vs notdiuideit,butcaſtlots fo it, who 

wall haue it, chat the Scripture might be full. 

led,ſaping, They haue parted my raiment among 

them, and foz my coate did they caſt lots. And the 

ſouldiers did ſuch things in derde. There ſtood 

by the croſſe of Jeſus 3 his mother, and his mo⸗ 

thers liſter, Pary the wite of Cleophas, & Pat? 

9 ene. Apen Jeſus therefoze ſaw his mo⸗ 
band the dilciple, whom he .

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ſaith vnto his mother, Moman, behold thy Son, 
Then ſaid he to the diſciple, Behold thy mother. 
And from that houre the diſciple tooke her fo his 
owne, After theſe things, Jeſus knowing that all 
things were now perkoꝛmed, that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled, he ſaith , J thirſt, So there 
ſtood a veſſel by, full of vineger:therefoze they fil- 
ledaſpunge with vineger, c wound it about with 
byſope, x put it to his mouth. As ſoone as Jeſus 
then recetued the vineger,he (aid, It is finiſhed, 
and bowed his head, aud gaue vp the Ghoſt, The 
Jewes therefoze,becaule it was the pꝛeparing of 
the Sabbath, that the bodies ſhould not remaine 
vpon the croſle on the Sabbath day ( foz that Sa⸗ 
bath day was an high day) beſought Pilate that 
their legs might be bꝛoken, and that they might 
be taken downe, Then came the Souldiers, and 
brake the legs of the firſt, and of the other which 
was crucified wich him; But when they came to 
Jelus, and ſaw that he was dead alreadie, they 
brake not his legs: but one of the fouldiers with a 
ſpeare thꝛuſt him into the ſide & koꝛthwith there 
came out blood and water. And hee that ſaw it. 
bare recozd,and his recozd is true. And he knows 
eth that he ſaith true, that ye might beleeue allo, 
Fox thele things were done, that the Scripture 
ould be befulfilled,Ye ſhal not bꝛeake a bone of 
him. And again another [cripture ſaith, They ſhal 
looke vpon him whom they haue pearced, After 


this, Joleph of Aae Orb was aviſciple

V V Hen the Euen was come, there came a ,,..., 

rich man of Arimathea, named Joſeph 27.37. 
which allo was Jeſus diſciple. He went vnto Pi⸗ 
late, and begged the body of Jeſus, Then Pilate 
commanded the body to be deliuered. And when 
Joſeph had taken the body, hee wzappevit in a 
cleaue linnen cloth, and laid it in a new tombe, 
which he had he wen out tuen in the rocke , and 
rolled a great ſtone to the doze of the S epulchze, 
and departed. And there was Pary Magdalene, 
and the other Marp, ſitting ouer againſt the Se⸗ 
pulchze.

The miniſtration of Baptiſme to 
be vſed in the Church. 


| T appearcth by ancient writers, that the Sacrament of 

Bapriſrae in the old time was not commonly miniſtred 
but at two times in the yere: Ar Eaſter,and Whitſuntide. 
At which times it was openly miniſtred in the preſence 
of all the Congregatiõ. Which cuſtoine now being grow- 
en out of vſe ( although it cannot for manyconſiderati- 
ons be well reſtored againe) it is thought good to follow 
the ſame as neere as conueniently may be. Wherfore the 
people are to be admoniſhed, that it is moſt conuenient 
that Baptiſme ſhould not be miniſtre d but vpon Siidayes 
and other holy dayes, when the moſt number of people 
may come together , as well for that the Congregation 
there preſent may teſtiſie the receiuing of them that bee 
newly baptized, into the number of Chriſts Church, as 
alſo becauſe in the Baptiſme of Infants, euery man pre- 
ſent may be put in rernembrance of his owne profeſſion 
made to God in his Baptiſme. For which cauſe alſo iris 
expedient that Baptiſme bee miniſtred in the Engliſh 
tongue. Neuertheleſſe (if neceſſitie ſo require) children 


may at all times be baptized at home. Fx

when there are children to be baptized vpon the Sun- 
day or holy day,the parcnts ſhall giue knowledge oucr 
night, or in the morning afoce the beginning of Mor- 
ning pray er, to the Curate. And then the godfathers, 
godmothers, and people, with the children, muſt bee 
ready at the Font, cither immediatly after the laſt 
Leſſon at Morning prayer, or cls immcdiatly after the 
laſt Leſſon at Euening prayer, as the Curate by his diſ- 
cretion ſhall appoint. And then ſtanding there, the 
Prieſt ſhall aske whether the children be baptized , or 
no. It they anſwere, No: then ſhall the Prieſt lay thus.
